KEMAL CRUSHES 


NEAR BOSPORUS 


{Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service. ] 

BRUSA, May 1, via Paris, May 4.— 
Nationalist troops have crushed opp”- 
sition forces operating west and south- 
west of here, and their leader, Amsed 
Anzavour Pasha, has fied the coun- 
try on a Turkish gunboat. 

The last fight was at Biga. Both 
sides were using artillery, Anzavour’s 
men being aided by a gunboat which 
ceased firing on orders by the com- 
mander of a British warship, who sent 
his “sincere warm salaams ” to Tewfik 
Bey, the Nationalist commander. 

This was regarded as irony by the 
Nationalists, who assert the Britigh 
backed Anzavour with money and sup- 
plies after their occupation of Con- 
stantinople when he started the sec- 
ond uprising. He operated among 
the Circassians around Lake Manies, 
menacing the right flank of the Na- 
tionalist forces on the Smyrna front. 
His area included Panderma, Kunar., 
Kirmasti, Karadja, and Biga. 

The Nationalists assert after Con- 
stantinople had been occupied the Brit- 
ish asked the minister of war not to 
send troops against Anzavour. The 
commander of the gendarmerie of 
Kemal Pasha reported to the ministry 
of war that Anzavour and Shas Ismail, 
a bandit chief, met the British in Kara 
Biga. They traceled back and forth in 
a British destroyer to the Straits and 
used English money. He recommend- 
ed that troops be sent by the govern 
ment. 

Although Anzavour Pasha was de- 
cisively defeated, Constantinople news- 
papers received here publish reports 
that the Nationalists were com pelled 
to evacuate* Brussa because of the 
spread of Anzavour influence. 


Prices Fall in Japan 
When Money Gets Tight 
Washington, D. C., May 4.—With 
banks refusing to make further ad- 
yances on cargoes, Japanese trade is 
fecling the full effects of the financial 
situation in that country and shipping 
at Yokohama already is congested, ac- 
cording to official advices from Tokio 
received today by the department of 
commerce, Commodity prices have de- 
clined sharply, the advices said, and 
money is exceedingly tight despite a 
decline in.banking rates.

LIMITING CHICAGO 
REPRESENTATION. 


It would be a pity if the new constitution should 
fail of adoption because the convention ignored or 
underestimated the weight of a concentrated op- 
position from Chicago. The constitution cannot 
hope for a unanimous vote down state. It cannot 
pass without strong support in Chicago. 

That support, it is well to say quite frankly, will 
be lost if the problem of representation is not 
handled with d moderation. The best thought 
in Chicago does not oppose restriction. A very 
considerable minority, at least, of Chicagoans real- 
ize that the down state people have reason to seek 
protection for themselves and the state against 
the forces which at times win the concentrated pc- 
litteal power of the city. In fact they look to 
‘the country for support in their own opposition to 
such forces. Therefore they do not oppose reason- 
able limitations on the expansion, through mere 
growth of population, of Chicago’s power in the 
state legislature. 

For example, the federal constitution offers «a 
solution which has commended itself in the experi- 
ence of more than a century, Our state constitu- 
tion might follow the example by providing for a 
uniform representation in the house according to 
population and for a representation in the upger 
chamber fixed territgrially as that of the states 
in the federal senate. 

This would preserve a check upon the power of 
Chicago as a political entity without producing 
what always must seem to the individual voter an 
injustice and oppression, namely that his vote shall 
count for less in making the laws which govern 
him than that of another citizen who lives a few 
miles away. 

Chicago is growing at a more rapid rate than 
the country. That is the nature of cities and espe- 
cially of cities which, like Chicago, are still young. 
It may be that Chicago will have a greater popu- 
lation than the rest of the state long before this 
constitution is replaced by its successor. If it be 
provided that in the house of representatives two 

weitigens’ votes in Chicago count for less in the leg- 
islature than one vote from down state, Chicago 
eannot justify acceptance of such a serious handi- 
cap. 

Indeed we think it would not benefit the dtate in 
the long run. Chicago would never rest content 
under such a disadvantage. It would be a perpet- 
ual cause of division and ill feeling between us and 
our fellow citizens down state, a condition of per- 
petual disunion destructive of the sense of interde- 
pendence and community of purpose essential to 
our highest development. 

In matters of revenue and taxation such inequal- 
ity would prove especially obnoxious. There would 
be no just relation between representation and tax- 
ation. Chicago with its concentration of wealth 
would produce a very large proportion of the state 
revenue, but would have no proportionate voice in 
its expenditure. 

A fair check upon Chicago's representation, we 
think, would be accepted as in our own interest and 
that of the state’s. But if the limitation is too 
drastic, it will defeat the constitution. 


CLEAR THE TRACK. 

The railroad problem has reached a point in the 
east where New York newspapers now find it 
necessary to haul their print paper by motor truck 
hundreds of miles from mills in the Adirondacks 
to their plants at a cost of ten times the normal 

railroad freight rates. They do so because the 
railroads cannot be depended upon to make de- 
liveries. 

We cite this fact because it is of eur own know!l- 
edge, but it is offered merely as an illustration of 
the condition into which the railroads have 
slumped throughout the country. Every resident 
of the United States is paying to a greater or less 
extent for this inability of the railroads to handle 


freight promptly and efficiently. Farmers pay by. 


inability to market their produce quickly and 
economically. Factories pay by inability to obtain 
raw materials and to ship out their wares. Mer- 
chants pay by the necessity of carrying larger 
stocks to guard against interrupted receipts. Con- 
sumers pay, as usual, by having all these burdens 
passed on to them. 

_ Several things are to blame. One is the almost 
complete cessation of railroad extension and pro- 
vision of rolling stock during the war period. One 

y is labor trouble. 
roads to obtuin funds to remedy the first two evils. 
in the last analysis, therefore, it seems to be re- 
duced to the question of obtaining funds. 

Washington dispatches announce that informal 
conferences between railroad executives and mem- 
bers of the interstate commetce commission have 
revealed a probable request for an increase of freight 
rates averaging approximately 27 per cent, which 
will mean about $1,000,000,000 annual increase in 
‘the gross income of the railroads. The first pub- 
lic reaction to that suggestion is likely to be one 
of opposition. A generation of opposition to all rai}- 
road demands, based upon what once was a well 
founded belief in the purely predatory nature of 
the railroads, is not easily altered. 

But the railroads are no longer purely predatory. 
They have been thoroughly subdued; so thorough- 
ly, in fact, that it is now the public which suffers 
by restriction rather than the railroads. Russia 
today furnishes an illustration of what railroad re. 
striction can mean. With millions of tons of 
products on its farms, that nation is barefoot and 
its cities hungry because it cannot move these 
products to market. We have not yet reached such 
a state of congestion, and probably we never will, 
but we are headed in that direction if relief is fot 
provided.

This is due 
in part to the foreign exchange situation and in 
part to the fact that Europe is beginning to sup- 
ply its own needs along lines which have been fur- 
nished by the United States for several years. 
Whatever the cause, the fact remains that our 
foreign market is shrinking. To keep our factories 
running and a profitable exchange of exports and 
imports moving, it is essential that new markets 
be opened and trade routes established. 

Wise counsel and agreement among the nation’s 
leading business men is advisable to this end. The 
convention provides an opportunity for formation 
of practical policies. The men who attend it are 
carrying a real responsibility. Upon their decisions 
may depend a readjustment which will mean pros- 
perity or hardship to millions.

THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 
{Los Angeles Times.] 


-Undismayed by a record that reads very much like 
a petition in bankruptcy, all HMabilities and no assets, 
Democratic cohorts 50,000 strong are preparing to 
gather in San Francisco on June 28 for one of the 
most riotous wakes that ever attended the demise of 
a great political party. It is to be a wide open con- 
vention with the ceiling for the limit. There will be 
but few pledged delegates, for the good and sufficient 
reason that the leading Democrats of the country have 
all declined to go into presidential primaries. _ 

There is, of course, the off chance that the Repub- 
lican party may split up or commit hara-kari in 
Chicago before the Democratic convention meets, and 
for that reason Palmer, McAdoo,‘ Hitchcock, and a 
few other administration Democrats are waiting in 
the offing. 

President Wilson wants to make the league of na- 
tions and the ratification of the peace treaty without 
reservations the one issue of the campaign, and, if 
his health permits, it is understood that he will go 
himself to San Francisco and address the convention. 
But the majority of the Democratic leaders are averse 
to making article X. of the league of nations cove- 
nant the one issue. They suspect that the majority 
of the voters of the country prefer the reservations 
proposed by the Republican majority in the senate 
to the treaty as it was written. 

That there will be a clash over this plank is indis- 
putable, and it will test the comparative strength of 
the Democratic party and the so-called Wilson party. 

But it is not at all certain that the peace treaty 
will get the right of way in the Democratic conven- 
tion. Gov. Edwards of New Jersey is regarded by 
what was once the dominant wing of the Democratic 
party as the one wet hope of the country. The wets 
dream of securing a referendum on national prohi- 
bition by inserting an extremely moderate prohibition 
enforcement plank in the platform. "They would like 
to write into it a plea for light wines and beer and 
then nominate Edwards for president. Those who 
have watched the trend of political events during re. 
cent months agree that the wet forces wi!] make a 
desperate struggle for possession of the works at 
San Francisco.

BEATING THE ICEMAN. 
HOSE people who cannot afford ice 
are up against a hard proposition 
during the hot weather when it 
comes to milk. Either they have 
to do without or else they are forced to 
buy from the stores in small quantities 
twice a day or oftener. 

In Europe during the wourse of the 
Great war they learned to use dried 
milk to a large extent. Now that the 
war is over they seem disposed to stick 
to dried milk and we ship a good part of 
the goods to them. Two years ago the 
British government issued a voluminous 
report on milk powder as a baby food. 


Dr. V. Borland, writing in the London 
Lancet, gives directions for baby feed- 
ing when dried milk its used. He 
employs a full cream dried milk. All 
measurements are in terms of a level 
teaspoonful. He disregards age entirely 
and goes wholly by weight in making his 
formtila. Young babies are fed every 
three hours or a total of six feedings 
jin the tWenty-four hours. Older babies 
are fed every three and one-half hours 
Gr a total of five feedings in twenty- 
four hours. Older babies are fed every 
four hours. The total number of feed- 
ings at first is fiye, but this is speedily 
reduced to four. 

A baby weighing seven pounds or less 
is fed a number of teaspoonfuls of dried 
milk equal to 9 plus the weight. If the 
baby weighs between 7 and 16 pounds 
add 10 to get the daily allowance of 
dried milk. This total quantity is divided 
into four, five, or six equal feedings ac- 
cording to circumstances. If the child 
weighs over 16 pounds the number of 
teaspoonfuls of dried milk at a feeding is 
that of the second—6, 7, 8, 9, as the case 
may be. 

He never goes over thirty teaspoonfuls 
of dried milk in a day. Whenever the 
baby is large enough to need more food 
than is supplied by thirty level tea- 
spoonfuls of dried milk a day he is large 
enough to eat milk puddings and other 
accessory foods. 

To bring dried milk back to whole milk 
add eight teaspoonfuls of boiled water 
for every teaspoonful of the dry pow- 
der. Some of the British health officers 
advocated diluting the milk with leas 
than eight parts of water, especially in 
‘certain baby digestion troubles. They 
say that certain emaciated babies and 
babies suffering from indigestion do bet- 
ter on milk powder to which not very 
much water has been added. 

Borland says that when a baby being 
fed milk powder cannot be brought to 
the station oftener it may be al! right to 
give directions for one month. The in- 
structions given under these circum- 
stances is to increase the daily allowance 
of dried milk one-half teaspoonful each 
week.

GREAT CARE IS ESSENTIAL. 
X. Y. Z. writes: “ Please let us know 
how to take care of an 8 year old child 
recovering from scarlet fever. How long 


ought she remain in bed, how shall I 

feed her, and what exercise can she 

take after she gets out of bed?” 
REPLY. 

All of the questions can only be answered 
properly after an examination of the heart 
and a urinalysis. If a child has a mild case 
of scarlet fever without albuminuria and 
without heart murmurs she can get up 4s 
soon as she wishes after the temperature re- 
turtig to normal. If there is albuminuria, or 
if there are heart murmurs, the child should 
be restrained for a few days after she feels 
like getting up, and exercise should be grad- 
ually increased. If there is albuminuria the 
diet should consist of cereals, bread, milk, 
vegetables, fruit, fats, and a emall allowance 
of meat. If there is no albuminuria the diet 
can be the usual convalescent tray. Scariet 
fever is not so apt to cause paralysis of the 
heart, respiratory muscles, throat muscles as 
is diphtheria. In consequence, children who 
have had searlet fever can be allowed more 
liberties with safety. But watch the heart 
and kidneys. 

BE EXAMINED YEARLY. 

L. B. P. writes: “I was examined by 
a physician recently, who told me I had 
a slight heart leakage. I am 19 years of 
age. Do you think I wifl get over it in 
@ year or so? Is there any special diet 
that will help? Does running or jumping 
affect the trouble at all?” 


REPLY. 

You will not get over it in the sense that 
your heart will stop leaking, but if you will 
liye properly you should last as long as other 
boys 19. The life expectancy of a boy 
19 is Yorty-four years, which means reach- 
ing 63 years of age. Go to a physician once 
a year. Have him examine your heart and 
direct you in taking exercises such as run- 
ning and jumping. Above all take enough 
moderate exercise to keep your muscles al- 
ways fit. Eat what you are accustomed to.

LIMITING CHICAGO 
REPRESENTATION. 


It would be a pity if the new constitution should 
fail of adoption because the convention ignored or 
underestimated the weight of a concentrated op- 
position from Chicago. The constitution cannot 
hope for a unanimous vote down state. It cannot 
pass without strong support in Chicago. S 

That suyport, it is well to say quite frankly, will 
be lost if the problem of representation is not 
handled with dyg moderation. The best thought 
in Chicago does not oppose restriction. A very 
considerable minority, at least, of Chicagoans real- 
ize that the down estate people have reason to seek 
protection for themselves and the state against 
the forces which at times win the concentrated po- 
litteal power of the city. In fact they look to 
the country for support in their own opposition to 
such forces. Therefore they do not oppose reason- 
able limitations on the expansion, through mere 
growth of population, of Chicago’s power in the 
state legislature. 

For example, the federal constitution offers a 

solution which has commended itself in the experi- 
ence of more than a century. Our state constitu- 
tion might follow the example by providing for a 
uniform representation in the house according to 
population and for a representation in the upper 
chamber fixed territorially as that of the states 
‘in the federal! senate. 
_ This would preserve a check upon the power of 
Chicago as a political entity without producing 
what always must seem to the individual voter an 
injustice and oppression, namely that his vote shall 
count for less in making the laws which govern 
him than that of another citizen who lives a few 
miles away. 

Chicago is growing at a more rapid rate than 
the country. That is the nature of cities and espe- 
cially of cities which, like Chicago, are still young. 
It may be that Chicago will have a greater popu- 
_ lation than the rest of the state long before this 
constitution is replaced by its successor. If it be 
provided that in the house of representatives two 
‘eitizens’ votes in Chicago count for less in the leg- 
islature than one vote from down state, Chicago 
eannot justify acceptance of such a serious handi- 
cap. 

Indeed we think it would not benefit the tate in 
the long run. Chicago would never rest content 
under such a disadvantage. It would be a perpet- 
ual cause of division and ill feeling between us and 
our fellow citizens down state, a condition of per- 
petual disunion destructive of the sense of interde- 
pendence and community of purpose essential] to 
our highest development. 

In matters of revenue and taxation such inequal- 
ity would prove especially obnoxious. There would 
be no just relation between representation and tax- 
ation. Chicago with its concentration of wealth 
would produce a very large proportion of the state 


revenue, but would have no proportionate voice in | 


its expenditure. 

A fair check upon Chicago's representation, we 
think, would be accepted as in our own interest and 
that of the state’s. But if the limitation is too 
drastic, it will defeat the constitution. 


CLEAR THE TRACK. 

The railroad problem has reached a point in the 
east where New York newWspapers now find it 
necessary to haul their print paper by motor truck 
hundreds of miles from mills in the Adirondacks 
to their plants at a cost of ten times the normal 


railroad freight rates. They do so because the || 


railroads cannot be depended upon to make de- 
liveries. 
We cite this fact because it is of eur own know!l- 
edge, but it is offered merely as an illustration of 
the condition into which the railroads have 
slumped throughout the country. Every resident 
of the United States is paying to a greater or less 
extent for this inability of the railroads to handle 


freight promptly and efficiently. Farmers pay by. 


inability to market their produce quickly and 
economically. Factories pay by inability to obtain 
raw materials and to ship out their wares. Mer- 
chants pay by the necessity of carrying larger 
stocks to guard against interruptéd receipts. Con- 
sumers pay, as usual, by having all these burdens 
passed on to them. : 

Several things are to blame. One is-the almost 

complete cessation of railroad extension and pro- 
vision of rolling stock during the war period. One 
is labor trouble. One is the inability of the rail- 
roads to obtuin funds to remedy the first two evils. 
in the last analysis, therefore, it seems to be re- 
duced to the question of obtaining funds. 

Washington dispatches announce that informal 
conferences between railroad executives and mem- 
bers of the interstate commerce commission have 
revealed a probable request for an increase of freight 
rates averaging approximately 27 per cent, which 
will mean about $1,000,000,000 annual increase in 
the gross income of the railroads. The first pub- 
He reaction to that suggestion is likely to be one 
of opposition. A generation of opposition to all rai}- 
road demands, based upon what once was a well 
founded belief in the purely predatory nature of 
the railroads, is not easily altered. 

But the railroads are no longer purely predatory. 
They have been thoroughly subdued; so thorough- 
ly. in fact, that it is now the public which suffers 
by restriction rather than the railroads. Russia 
today furnishes an illustration of what railroad re- 
striction can mean. With millions of tons of 
products on its farms, that nation is barefoot and 
its cities hungry because it cannot move these 
products to market. We have not yet reached such 
a state of congestion, and probably we never y 
but we are headed in that direction if relief is % 
provided.

THE NATIONAL FOREIGN TRADE 


CONVENTION. 

Fifty Chicago business men, headed by Wyllys 
W. Baird, president of the Association of Com- 
merce, left this city May 1 to attend the seventh 
national foreign trade’ convention which meets 
in San Franciscc on May 12. Similar dele- 
gations are booked from all sections of the coun- 
try. The meeting will be one of real importance 
to the country. . 

Statistics reveal a steady decrease in numerous 
lines of United States exports of late. This is due 
in part to the foreign exchange situation and in 
part to the fact that Europe is beginning to sup- 
ply its own needs along lines which have been fur- 
nished by the United States for several years. 
Whatever the cause, the fact remains that our 
foreign market is shrinking. To keep our factories 
running and a profitable exchange of exports and 
imports moving, it is essential that new markets 
be opened and trade routes established. 

Wise counsel and agreement among the nation’s 
leading business men is advisable to this end. The 
convention provides an opportunity for formation 
of practical policies. The men who attend it are 
carrying a real responsibility. Upon their decisions 
may depend a readjustment which will mean pros- 
perity or hardship to millions.

THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 
{Los Angeles Times. ] 


Undismayed by a record that reads very much like 
a@ petition in bankruptcy, all Iabilities and no assets, 
Democratic cohorts 50,000 strong are preparing to 
gather in San Francisco on June 28 for one of the 
most riotous wakes that ever attended the demise of 
a great political party. It is to be a wide open con- 
vention with the ceiling for the limit. There will be 
but few pledged delegates, for the good and sufficient 
reason that the leading Democrats of the country have 
all declined to go into presidential primaries. 

There is, of course, the off chance that the Repub- 
lican party may split up or commit hara-kari in 
Chicago before the Democratic convention meets, and 
for that reason Palmer, McAdoo,* Hitchcock, and a 
few other administration Democrats are waiting in 
the offing. 

President Wilson wants to make the league of na- 
tions and the ratification of the peace treaty without 
reservations the one issue of the campaign, and, if 
his health permits, it is understood that he will go 
himself to San Francisco and address the convention. 
But the majority of the Democratic leaders are averse 
to making article X. of the league of nations cove- 
nant the one issue. They suspect that the majority 
of the voters of the country prefer the reservations 
proposed by the Republican majority in the senate 
to the treaty as it was written. 

That there will be a clash over this plank is indis- 
putable, and it will test the comparative strength of 
the Democratic party and the so-called Wilson party. 

But it is not at all certain that the peace treaty 
will get the right of way in the Democratic conven- 
tion. Gov. Edwards of New Jersey is regarded by 
what was once the dominant wing of the Democratic 
party as the one wet hope of the country. The wets 
dream of securing a referendum on national prohi- 
bition by inserting an extremely moderate prohibition 
enforcement plank in the platform. They would like 
to write into it a plea for light wines and beer and 
then nominate Edwards for president. Those who 
have watched the trend of political events during re. 
cent months agree that the wet forces wil! make a 
desperate struggle for possession of the works at 
San Francisco.

BEATING THE ICEMAN. 
HOBE people who cannot afford ice 
are up against a hard proposition 
during the hot weather when it 
comes to milk. Either they have 
to do without or else they are forced to 
buy from the stores in small quantities 
twice a day or oftener. 

In Europe during the course of the 
great war they learned to use dried 
milk to a large extent. Now that the 
war is over they seem disposed to stick 
to dried milk and we ship a good part of 
the goods to them. Two years ago the 
British government issued a voluminous 
report on milk powder as a baby food. 


-o 
Dr. V. Borland, writing in the London 


ing when dried milk ts used. He 
employs a2 full cream dried milk. All 
measurements are in terms of a level 
teaspoonful. He disregards age entirely 
and goes wholly by weight in making his 
formifle. Young babies are fed every 
three hours or a total of six feedings 
in the tWenty-four hours. Older babies 
are fed every three and one-half hours 
Gr a total of five feedings in twenty- 
four hours. Older babies are fed every 
four hours. The total number of feed- 
ings at first is five, but this is speedily 
reduced to four. 

A baby weighing seven pounds or less 
is fed a number of teaspoonfuls of dried 
milk equal to 9 plus the weight. If the 
baby weighs between 7 and 16 pounds 
add 10 to get the daily allowance of 
dried milk. This total quantity is divided 
into four, five, or six equal feedings ac- 
cording to circumstances. If the child 
weighs over 16 pounds the number of 
teaspoonfuls of dried milk at a feeding is 
that of the second—6, 7, 8, 9, as the case 
may be. 

He never goes over thirty teaspoonfuls 
of dried milk in a day. Whenever the 
baby is large enough to need more food 
than is supplied by thirty level ‘tea- 
spoonfuls of dried milk a day he is large 
enough to eat milk puddings and other 
accessory foods.

GREAT CARE IS ESSENTIAL. 
xX. Y. Z. writes: “ Please let us know 
how to take care of an 8 year old child 
recovering from scarlet fever. How long 


ought she remain in bed, how shall ! 
feed her, and what exercise can she 
take after she gets out of bed?” 


REPLY. 

All of the questions can only be answered 
properly after an examination of the heart 
and a urinalysis. If a child hes a mild case 
of scarlet fever without albuminuria and 
without heart murmurs she can get up 4s 
soon as she wishes after the temperature re- 
turtig to normal. If there is albuminuria, or 
if there are heart murmurs, the child should 
be restrained for a few days after she feels 
like getting up, and exercise should be grad- 
ually increased. If there is albuminuria the 
diet should consist of cereals, bread, milk, 
vegetables, fruit, fats, and a email allowance 
of meat. If there is no albuminuria the diet 
can be the usual convalescent tray. Scarlet 
fever is not so apt to cause paralysis of the 
heart, respiratory muscles, throat muscles as 
is diphtheria. In consequence, children who 
have had scarlet fever can be allowed more 
liberties with safety. But watch the heart 
and kidneys. 

BE EXAMINED YEARLY. 
_L. B. P. writes: “I was examined by 
a physician recently, who told me I had 
a slight heart leakage. I am 19 years of 
age. Do you think I wifl get over it in 
@ year or so? Is there any special diet 
that will help? Does running or jumping 
affect the trouble at all?” 
REPLY. 

You will not get over it in the sense that 
your heart will stop leaking, but if you will 
liye properly you should last as long as other 
boys 19. The life expectancy of a boy 
19 years, which means reach- 
ing 63 years of age. Go to a physician once 
a year. Have him examine your heart and 
direct you in taking exercises such as run- 
ning and jumping. Above all take enough 
moderate exercise to keep your muscles al- 
ways fit. Eat what you are accustomed to.

POPE REVIVES ANCIENT 
RITES IN COLISEUM 


ROME, April 17.—After an interval 
of fifty years the Coliseum again has 
been the scene of the moving and pic- 
turesque ceremony of the Via Crucis. 
Pope Benedict XIV., who reigned as 
pope from 1740 to 1758, instituted the 
ceremony by placing a cross in the 
center of the arena, where martyrs 
had given their lives for the faith, and 
erecting fourteen stations of the cross 
about the historic Pile. Each Friday

in 1872 by De Rosa, the ‘archeologist, 
who made excavation there to explore 
the strata underlying the arena.

The board of trade membership of 


stock and grain brokerage house of 
Eugene M. Hoyne & Co., worth $11,000, 
was declared forfeited by the board. 
of trade directors yesterday. Charges 
against him were that he had made 
misrepresentations as to his standing 


at the time he joined the board in 
December, 1918. It is the second time 
that a decision of that kind has been 


made. 
Other Hearings Postponed. 

Trial of Eugene H. de Bronkart, a 
partner of Hoyne, and Henry D. Stur- 
tevant, who were, Hoyne’s sponsors, 
was postponed one week as they were 
not ready for trial. The action of the 
board had nothing to do with the re- 
cent failure of the Hoyne house, P. 
R. O'Brien's case was set for May 18. 

Eugene M. Hoyne said after the de- 
cision was announced that he was un- 
able to understand it. 

“I stated at the time I joined the 
board that I was worth $75,000, while 
I really was worth $130,000. The de- 
cision was not justice. What I will 
do I do not care to say. As I under- 
stand the rules of the Board of Trade, 
the action of the directors deprives the 
creditors of Eugene M. Hoyne & Co. of | 
the value of $11,000.”

All his property was confiscated by the 
eer during the war under the 
alien act as he was in Germany and 
unable to communicate with his friends 
in New York.

Two Bartlett Heirs Die; 
Settlement Follows. 


Mrs. Charles W. Case Deering, the 
daughter to whom William H. Bartlett, 
head of the Board of Trade firm of 
Bartlett, Frazier & Co., left only an 
‘income of between $1,500 and $2,500 
from the $4,000,000 estate that in the 
main went to his two sons, is to come 
into a much greater share. 

It was learned yesterday that a get- 
tlement has been reached by the terms 
of which Mrs. Deering will receive a 
generous portion of the estate and in 
turn will abandon her plan to contest 
the will. 


Called Income a Pittance. 


Mr. Barlett died on his ranch at 
Vermejo Park, N. M., in December, 
1918. When the will was probated at 
Raton, N. M., it was found his two 
sons, William H. Jr. and Norman 
Bartlett, were given the bulk of the 
estate. The $500,000 ranch at Vermejo 
'was left to Norman, Mrs. Deering 
was declared to have regarded the 
small income left her as a pittance, 
and in August, 1919, it was learned she 
Prana to contest the will. 

Both her brothers have died since. 
however, and recently plans for a set- 
tlement were made. It is understood 
the attorneys representing all the in- 
terests involved, including a lawyer 
sent by Mrs. Deering from her home 
in Honolulu, met at either Vermejo 
Park or Raton within the last few 
days and arrived at the agreement 
which gives Mrs. Deering a substantia! 
share in the estate. In addition she 
was left the ingome from $250,000 by 
the will of her brother Norman. 


Husband a Deering Heir. 


Her husband, Charles Case Deering. 

is a son of Charles Deering of Chicago 
and a grandson of the ‘late William 
Deering, who foun what is now the 
Deering section of, the International 
Harvester company. William Deering 
left an estate valued at more than $15.,- 
000,000. Charles Deering and his 
brother James each received $4,869.- 
568 of that estate, and Charles W. Case 
Deering Was given $975,815. 
By the terms of the Bartlett will two 
young granddaughters, Mary Went- 
worth Bartlett and Virginia Millard 
Bartlett, daughters of W. H. Bartlett 
Jr., were given $500,000 each to be held 
in trust. Three friends and a number 
of old_employés also benefitted. Nor- 
man Bartlett was unmarried.
